Three very capable judges decided on the 
winning sequences: Ruth Bauer, known through¬ 
out PSA for her excellent work on "Who's 
Who," came from Cincinnati, Ohio just for 
this event; Paul Darnell, the esteemed 
President of MSC journeyed from New Jersey; 
Frank Porter, Techniques Chairman of PSA, 
came from Puerto Rico to be present at the 
judging. 

The First Award of #100 was won by Helen 
(Mrs. Ray) Doherty of Elmhurst, Illinois, 
for her exquisite orchid slides in a sequence 
titled, "The Hybrid Cattleya." The Second 
Award of $75 was won by the gal from Chicago 
who won the First Award last year, Dorothea 
van Westrienen. This year Dorothea had a 
brilliant, to-the-point sequence, in which 
the narration simply danced, on getting to 
"The Moon or Else." The Third Award of #50 
was heartily appreciated by the judges, 
since it showed the sometime-results of their 
judging.

"There was not any wholly new 
principle involved in its construc¬ 
tion, but, it proved so much more 
convenient than any hand instrument 
in use , that it gradually drove them 
all out of the field, in great measure, 
at least so far as the Boston market 
was concerned."
